Tax Payment Time 
Extended 15 Days 


The town secretary treasurer has 
been notified by Hon. R. G. Reid, 
minister of municipal affairs, Bd- 
monton, that the time limit for pay- 
ing the first instalment under the 
new tax consolidation agreement has 
been extended 16 days. 

The Hon. Mr. Reid announces that 
owing to the condition of the roads 
throughout the province it has been 
found impossible in many cases to 
haul grain and livestock to the 
markets, and as a consequence a 
large number of rural taxpayers 
are unable to meet the payments 
falling due Dec; 15. The government 
feels in fairness to the taxing 
authorities and the public in gener- 
al an extension of time should be 
granted in which to make these pay- 
ments, and instructions to towns 
villages, and municipal districts to 
accept payments under these agree- 
ments up to and including Dec, 31, 
1933, have been issued. Legislation 
will be introduced at the next session 
of the house to validate this ex- 
tension.
